WITH AMERICANS 


Four Men Killed and: 
Others Wounded. 


Greeks Are Retreating 
ih Utah Pursued by 
»-s and Further 

sis Expected---Trou- 
ble Occurred at Coal Mine. 


Salt Lake City, February 6.—Anr 
irmed uprising of Greek coal miners 
it Kenilworth, Carbon county, Utah, 
Was suppressed today after four men 
had been killed, one fatally wounded 
and several others wounded by bullets. 

Tonight the rioters, nearly 200 in 
number, are retreating through the 
hills in scattered bands, with Helper 
Station, on the Rio Grande railway, 
as their objective. Possess numbering 
about 300 men, altogether, are chasing 
the Greeks to prevent their escape. As 
the latter are armed, further fighting 
is expected. 

The trouble began last Friday, when 
the Greek miners complained that dis- 
crimination. was shown in the weigh- 
ing of coal in favor of Americans. A 
proposal from the mine superintend- 
ent that they appoint their own weigh- 
ers failed to give satisfaction. 

This morning the Greeks took to the 
foothills ang began a desultory fire 
on the Americans who .were going to 
work. In attempting to dislodge the 
sharpshooters. Deputy Sheriff Thomas 
Jackson was killed, and another dep- 
uty was fatally wounded. When two 
of the Greeks had been killed, one 
mortally wounded and five otuers cap- 
tured, the rest, took to flight.

Four fatalities and numerous acci- 
dents, some of them serious, were re- 
porteg to the police. 

Mrs. Emma Sleuck collapsed in a 
downtown street and died in the emer- 
gency hospital. 

Mrs. Agnes Malk fell dead 
home after half an hour's 
through snowdrifts. 

Jacob Lowe, of Chicago, was found 
on the tracks of the Murdock Inter- 
urban line near Laporte. He is be- 
lieved to have been struck by a car 
while lost in the snow. 

Mrs. Richard Roberts slipped from a 
porch on the third floor of her home 
and was killed by the fall. 

Cheap lodging houses about the city 
were raided early in the morning by 
railroad. and street-cleaning officials 
and hundreds of men impressed into 
the work,.of shoveling.

“Resolved, That this caucus indorse 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement 
bind ourselves to vote for a bill 
carrying it into effect.” 

The caucus unanimously adopted a 
resolution by Mr. Cantrill, of Ken- 
tucky, declaring that the caucus be- 
lieves that every. American farmer 
should have at his disposal “the in- 
formation of the production and stocks 
on hand of agricultural” products and 
pledge ourselves to attempt to bring 
about that end by legislation.”

The anti-reciprocity democrats were 
riven free rein at tonight's caucus of 
the house democrats at the capitol.

Editor Constitution: I do not be- 
lieve th&t principle, precedent or anal- 
Ogy requires that special’ elections 
Should be followed in filling the 
unexpired terms. The only officer, 
elected by the entire state, that 
law or custom requires a_e spe- 
cial election for now is a governor. 
In case of vacancies on the supreme 
court and on the court of appeals, the 
justices and judges (whose terms are 
for the same length of time as a sen- 
ators term), are appointed by the gov- 
ernor, not to fill unexpired terms, but 
until the mext general election. 

It seems to me that the same plan 
should be followed by filling the unex- 
pired term of a United States senator, 
as is followed in filling a vacancy in 
the chief justiceship of the state. It 
could be arrived at by appointment by 
the governor until the meeting of the 
legislature, and then an election by 
the legislature, until the next general 
primary, at which time the unexpired 
term could be filled by a nomination 
directly from the people. Each can-

didate before the legislature for the 
Senatorship should announce that in 
case he were elected by the legislature 
this summer, and some other person 
were selected at the next primary, he 
would resign immediately. If he de- 
clined to make such announcement, 
fhe legislature could hardly afford to 
elect him. The next general primary 
wtll be held in the summer of 19132. 
That means simply that the nomina- 
tion by the people would be deferred 
for only one session of congress. 

I do not believe that the people want 
an extra election this spring. [tf they 
do, they are not just to demand of 
candidates this financial burden that 
will be entirely saved by postponing 
the nomination for one session of con- 
gress. If they do, it simply means 
that the people demand -that no man 
not rich may go to the United States 
senate unless he binds himself to the 
money lenders, or mortgage himeelf to 
interests who will hold his services in 
perpetual pawn.

LODGE FEARS

Massachusetts Man Bitterly At- 
tacks Resolution Now Before 
the Senate---Lodge Says Pro- 
posed Change Would Put the 
Nation at Mercy of States. 


Washington, February 6.—Resistance 
to the uttermost of the attempts to 
transfer from congress to the various 
state legislatures the control of the 
time and manner of electing United 
States senators, as proposed by the 
resolution providing for their election 
by direct vote of the people, was ad- 
vised by Senator Lodge, of Massachu- 
setts, in a speech in the senate today. 

Mr. Lodge was speaking in opposi- 
tion to the proposed new amendment 
to the constitution as a whole, but he 
found an especial mark in the portion 
placing, the-direct management of the 
details of senatorial elections in the 
various state legislatures. 

Declaring that the proposed change 
in this respect “strikes at the’ very 
foundation of the national govern- 
ment,” Mr. Lodge said that the plan 
violates the plans of the framers of 
the constitution. % 

“It is now proposed,” he continued, 
“to put the United States government 
so far as the election of senators is 
concerned, at the mercy of the states. 
It Is proposed to take from the United 
States any power to protect its own 
citizens in the exercise of their rights, 
no matter how great the need might 
be for such protection. If this amend- 
ment should become a law, twenty- 
three states, including perhaps only &4 
minority of the population, could at 
any moment arrest the movement of 
the government and stop all its opera. 
tions.’”’ 

The senator denounced as “a mock- 
ery’ the. “pretense” that the proposed 
legislation is progression. “1c we sm 
mockery and it is retrogression and 
reaction of an gxtreme kind. 

“Tf. adopted, it would,” he went on, 
“carry the government back to the 
controversies andthe struggles out 
of which the constitution was born, 
and which beset and endangered the 
infancy of the United States.”

STOCKS WERE ACTIVE 
EARLY IN THE SESSION 


But Market Became Dull and 
Most of Gains Were 
Wiped ¢ Out. 


New York, February 6.—After a 
brief period of strength and activity 
in the early part of the day, the stock 
market fell into a state of dullness, 
which restricted price movements dur- 
ing most of the session to narrow limr 
its. Prices advanced readily in the 
first hour, under the stimulus of a re- 
sumption of last Saturday’s buying, 
and the anxious efforts of short inter- 
ests to cover. With the execution of 
buying orders which had accumulated 
over the week-end, demand fell off ap- 
preciably. During the remainder of 
the day prices held fairly steady at a 
point somewhat below the best, but in 
the final hour most gains were wiped 
out. New York Central and United 
States Steel were especially weak at 


the close. 

Some held their 
strength well throughout the day. 
Reading, which has been in good de- 
mand at steadily advancing prices for 
some weeks, reached 1614, but de- 
clined at the _ close. Shares of the 
Southern railways—Louisville and 
Nashville, Atlantic Coast Line and 
Chesapeake and Ohio — moved up 
briskly on reports of increased cotton 
shipments, coupled with the. prophecy 
that the cotton crop would show to 
be larger than was estimated. 

Reports of better conditions in the 
steel trade hed a favorable effect on 
prices of a number of equipment com- 
panies, including American Locomo- 
tive, Pressed Steel Car and American 
Car: Missouri Pacific touched its high 
point of the year when the report be- 
came current that an experienced 
western railroad man had been se- 
lected as its executive head. Shares 
of the Texas company declined ab- 
ruptly at the news of a proposed bond 
issue of $12,000,000, but later recov- 
ered most of the loss. 

While any change of the discount 
rates of the continental banks is of 
little influence on the general FEuro- 
pean monetary situation, reduction to- 
day by the Imperial Bank of Germany 
and the Imperial Bank of Austria of 
their rates from 5 to 4% per cent, was 
a further index to the ease of money 
in the leading European markets. Lon- 
don and Berlin were reported to-have 
made further purchases of American 
stocks today, chiefly the Harriman 
issues and United States Steel. 

Advices from Chicago that freight 
traffic of western roads was holding 
up well, and that tonnage figures were 
running close to those of last year, 
were accepted as further justification 
for the marked improvement in senti- 
ment of recent days. Announcement 
that several thousand employees of the 
Gary mills would resume work within 
the neg&Kt few weeks, and the Decem- 
ber statements of the Chicago and 
Northwestern and St. Louis and San 
Francisco roads helped to give a fa- 
vorable tenor to the day’s develop- 
ment. The Northwestern line reported 
a net irerease in earnings of $667,000 
and St. .ouis and San Francisco for 
all line: net gain of $200,000. 

Bonds were steady, Distilleries secu- 
rities 5s being especially ‘strong. To- 
tal sales, par value, $2,494,000. United 
States bonds were unchanged on call.

The day’s trading left 
corn unchanged to a sixteenth lower, 
Oats off a shade to \%, and provisions 
not altered more than a nickel either 
way. 

Good snow covering was reported all 
through Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, Illi- 
nois, Missouri, Nebraska and Iowa. On 
the other hand, practically no rain 
or snow fell in Texas, Oklahoma and 
southern ..ansas. An unexpecteg big 
increase in the visible supply had a 
similar drawback as a bearish influ- 
ence. Nearly everybody was skepti- 
cal of the figures, especially the ones 
referring to Buffalo, and it was as- 
serted the total was made to correct 
former errors.

May fluctuations ran 
from 95% to 96%, with last sales at 
951%, a loss of %c compared with 48 
hours before, 

With the weather such as to delay 
loadings, corn was firm most of the 
day, but finally weakened a trifle be- 
cause of the action of otner grain. May 
ranged between 50 and 50%, closing a 
shade off at the- first named figures. 
Cash corn was steady; No. 2 yellow 
finished at 47% @48%c. Unmistakable 
depression seizeg the trade in oats. 
Tired longs let go, and speculators 
sold with a liberal hand. The main 
reason was that the visible supply 
showed a total nearly aouble that of 
a year ago. 

Lowest prices thus far on the crop 
were reached, but there was some re- 
action, the result of profit-taking by 
shorts. May varied from 325 to 33% 
and closed % net lower at 32% @32%. 

Fairly good local buying of 
products developed, but the 
weakness offset the effect. 
gong, pork ang ribs were 2% to ic up; 
lard, however, was unchanged to 
lower.
